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Hoarding 
a harvest 
bountiful

Weymouth, M a*. 
One morning recently as my 
family and I were about to take 
off for a five-day trip, I strolled 
around the garden to see that 
everything was in good shape 
before we left. 
It was, particularly the com, 
and that dismayed me somewhat 
You see it was all m aturing at 
about the same time Most of the 
ears were ready for picking and if 
left would be past their best by the 
time we returned 
There was nothing else 
we 
could do but harvest them then 
and there 
A good many dis­ 
appeared at the lunch table and 
my wife froze the rest. All this 
effort m eant we left home close to 
two hours later than we had 
intended. But with something like 
three dozen ears of com in the 
freezer it was time well spent. 
As people who go in for garden­ 
ing soon learn, growing crops is 
one thing, seeing the produce 
doesn’t go to waste is another. As 
my wife com mented just the 
other d ay: ‘ ‘The trouble with us is 
that we have too m uch food. ’ 
What she m eant of course was 
that the garden was producing a 
good deal more than we could 
consume on a day-to-day basis 
Thank 
goodness then 
for the 
freezer, the art of canning, and 
the rediscovery of som e old-time 
methods of winter storage. They 
help to spread the sum m er sur­ 
pluses through the leaner months 
of winter.

Certain surveys suggest that 
buying a freezer is a questionable 
investm ent; that unless you are 
very wise in your food purchases 
you m ay not end up stretching the 
food dollar at all 
That simply 
doesn’t apply to the home g ar­ 
dener.

moved out of state a few months 
ago 
sold 
us 
their 
chest-type 
freezer for a song. But even if we 
had bought it brand-new it would 
have been worthwhile. 


Right now it is loaded with 
zucchini, cabbage, beans (green

peaches, 
corn 
of 
course, and other garden goodies. 
What little space currently re 
mains is rapidly being filled up 
with tomatoes 
“ I suppose,” someone said to 
me the other day, "th at you have 
tomatoes running out of your ears 
right now 
We have, but fortu­ 
nately my wife has picked up a 
few freezing tricks that help a lot 
We always include plum to­ 
matoes in our garden plans. They 
are heavy yielders and you can ’t

cooking 
We 
store more of these than any 
others. 
In freezing them my wife sim ­ 
ply cuts them in half and places 
them on a cookie sheet for freez­ 
ing. Once frozen they are thrown 
into a plastic bag, like so many 
clunking pieces of m arble, and 
stored in the freezer. This way the 
tomatoes don’t freeze together in 
o n e ,solid m ass and can be re­ 
moved, a few’ at a time, as the 
need arises. You can do the sam e 
thing with big eating tom atoes by 
cutting them into thick slices. 
The other day we boiled up a 
whole batch of tom atoes until 
they began to thicken somewhat. 
Then we put them through a 
Foley food mill to rem ove the 
skins and most of the seeds The 
resultant puree w-as frozen into 
cubes in a standard ice tray and 
then stored in plastic bags.

Right now w e’re contemplating 
canning. With an all but full 
freezer what else can we do’’ It 
takes a little more effort but, says 
a friend accomplished in the art, 
“any shelf will do for storage.” 
To this end we are reading up 
on the subject, indeed on all 
phases of preservation 
A good 


book we have just got hold of is 
“Stocking U p” (Rodale Press) by 
the staff of Organic Gardening 
and F arm in g magazine 
I previously wrote an article in 
this series on how I harvested 
carrots and beets all winter long 
simply by digging them out of the 
ground w here they had been sown 
the previous August. They stayed 
in shape and the ground rem ained 
soft enough to dig in because the 
rows had been thickly covered 
with

preservation methods dealt with 
in Stocking Up One idea I par 
Ocularly liked was a storage area 
m ade out of hay bales.

gardener

The produce — potatoes, onions, 
cabbage, peas, apples, pears etc. 
- are then placed in the hollow 
center and a lid of hay bales 
placed on top.

hay, a great insulator, 
keeps the 
produce just above

Yes, there are 
requirem ents both for the 
registration of ambulances and 
for maintaining certain levels 
of training for the people who 
work on the ambulances 
Q U E S T IO N : 
What is the

The one element 
that we feel is most important 
is the training of the ambulance 
personnel.

A continuing resolution allows those 
agencies that have not received their regular appropriations 
to m eet their payrolls based on what w as spent last yeai 
F irst. Congress added an im m ediate ban on m ilitary aid to 
Turkey, a long standing ally of the United States President 
Ford vetoed this bill, and the House sustained his veto 
Then the Congress sought to com prom ise by postponing 
the aid ban until D ecem b er IO or if Turkey sent supplies to 
its troops in Cyprus. President Ford objected to the second 


condition and vetoed the second bill 
On Thursday. O ctober 17. a final com p ro m ise was real Ii 
ed The com prom ise provides for a D ecem ber IO cut oft date 
or a suspension if Turkey sends “ im plem ents of war 
t o 1 > 
prus Im plem ents of w ar covers tanks, guns. eti 
but not 


clothes, food, jeeps, etc. 
This was acceptable to President Ford, Sp Congress finally 


recessed until N ovem ber 18 
All this m aneuvering occurred in less than a week s tim e 
The final com prom ise w as reached rn the Speaker o! the 
House office, with a few m em b ers writing on paper the 
am endm ent in controversy with another m em ber leading it 


over the phone to the President 
My own position was not to support the imm ed iate aid rut 
off I do not think that it was wise for the legislative branch 
to ham string the E xecutive branch's diplom atic efforts The 
Congress does have the right though to take general policy 


positions. 
I supported the D ecem ber IO cut off date because it givi s 
the A dm inistration tim e to work out a negotiated w ithdrawal 
of Turkish troops from Cyrpus and prevents shipm ent of war

Down, 
Too . . . 
Cotton 
Declines . . . 


Sorghums Down, Corn Up . . . New Wheat Crop Coming 


NOT O N LY A R E prices paid to farmers down from 
last yea! but production in most major crops is also down. 
Production of corn, rice, sugar cane and sugar beets, and 
pecans is expected to be up over the not so-good crops of 
1973; but production of cotton, grain sorghum, peanuts, 
soybeans and sweet potatoes is not expected to be as good 
as in the good year of 1973, says the Texas Crop and 
Livestock Reporting Service. Dry conditions during the 
planting season plus a wet fall when low temperatures came 
early have caused the prediction of lesser yields in most 


major crops. 


COTTON IS an example of what has happened with 
most major crops in Texas. The USDA estimated October 1 
that 3,100,000 bales would be made in Texas this year, 
compared to 4,673,000 bales last year. And the October 1 
estimate was 80,000 bales less than the previous monthly 
estimate and is still too high, according to some Texas 
estimates. Cool, wet weather set back cotton on the High 
Plains in September, and October's weather has not given it 
a chance to recover. The yield this year is expected to be 
310 pounds of lint an acre, compared to 431 pounds an 
acre in 1973 
and the estimated 4,800,000 acres to be 
harvested are 400,000 fewer than last year, although more 
acres were expected to be and were planted last spring than 
were planted in 1973. Cotton picking is expected to pick 
up in West and North Texas now that frost is causing 
defoliation 
September rains slowed harvest as well as 
cotton growth. In the Lower Rio Grande Valley, South 
Texas, and the Upper Gulf Coast, harvest is over and many 
farmers have plowed up stalks in preparation for the next 
crop. Cotton prices ranged from 38 cents a pound (on the 
Plains) to around 47 cents, although trading was slow. 
Cottonseed prices over Texas ranged from S80.30 to 
S99.90 a ton dm mg the first part of October.

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Hoarding 
a harvest 
bountiful

Weymouth, Mass 
One morning recently as my 
family and I were about to take 
off for a five-day trip, I strolled 
around the garden to see that 
everything was in good shape 
before we left, 
It was, particularly the com, 
and that dismayed me somewhat 
You see it was all maturing at 
about the same time. Most of the 
ears were ready for picking and if 
left would be past their best by the 
time we returned 
There was nothing else we 
could do but harvest them then 
and there, A good many dis­ 
appeared at the lunch table and 
my wife froze the rest. All this 
effort meant we left home close to 
two hours later than we had 
intended. But with something like 
three dozen ears of com in the 
freezer it was time well spent. 
As people who go in for garden­ 
ing soon learn, growing crops is 
one thing, seeing the produce 
doesn’t go to waste is another. As 
my wife commented just the 
other d ay: ‘ ‘The trouble with us is 
that we have too much food. ’ ’ 
What she meant of course was 
that the garden was producing a 
good deal more than we could 
consume on a day-to-day basis. 
Thank 
goodness then for the 
freezer, the art of canning, and 
the rediscovery of some old-time 
methods of winter storage. They 
help to spread the summer sur­ 
pluses through the leaner months 
of winter.

Certain surveys suggest that 
buying a freezer is a questionable 
investment; that unless you are 
very wise in your food purchases 
you may not end up stretching the 
food dollar at all That simply 
doesn’t apply to the home gar­ 
dener. 
Some 
friends 
of 
ours 
who 
moved out of state a few months 
ago 
sold 
us 
their 
chest-type 
freezer for a song. But even if we 
had bought it brand-new it would 
have been worthwhile. 


Right now it is loaded with 
zucchini, cabbage, beans (green 
and 
wax), 
peaches, 
corn 
of 
course, and other garden goodies. 
What little space currently re­ 
mains is rapidly being filled up 
with tomatoes. 
“ I suppose,” someone said to 
me the other day, "that you have 
tomatoes running out of your ears 
right now ” We have, but fortu­ 
nately my wife has picked up a 
few' freezing tricks that help a lot. 
We always include plum to­ 
matoes in our garden plans. They 
are heavy yielders and you can’t 
beat 
them 
for 
cooking. 
We 
store more of these than any 
others. 
In freezing them my wife sim­ 
ply cuts them in half and places 
them on a cookie sheet for freez­ 
ing Once frozen they are thrown 
into a plastic bag, like so many 
clunking pieces of marble, and 
stored in the freezer. This way the 
tomatoes don’t freeze together in 
one.solid mass and can be re­ 
moved, a few at a time, as the 
need arises. You can do the same 
thing with big eating tomatoes by 
cutting them into thick slices. 
The other day we boiled up a 
whole batch of tomatoes until 
they began to thicken somewhat. 
Then we put them through a 
Foley food mill to remove the 
skins and most of the seeds. The 
resultant puree was frozen into 
cubes in a standard ice tray and 
then stored in plastic bags.

Right now we’re contemplating 
canning. With an ail but fun 
freezer what else can we do? It 
takes a little more effort but, says 
a friend accomplished in the art, 
“ any shelf will do for storage.” 
To this end we are reading up 
on the subject, indeed on all 
phases of preservation 
A good 


book we have just got hold of is 
“ Stocking U p ” (Rodale Press) by 
the staff of Organic Gardening 
and Farm ing magazine 
I previously wrote an article in 
this series on how I harvested 
carrots and beets all winter long 
simply by digging them out of the 
ground w here they had been sown 
the previous August. They stayed 
in shape and the ground remained 
soft enough to dig in because the 
rows had been thickly covered 
with

inches 
or 
more 
of 
shredded leaves. 
Well this is just one of many 
preservation methods dealt with 
in Stocking Up One idea I par­ 
ticularly liked was a storage area 
made out of hay bales. 
Ohio 
gardener 
John 
Krill 
makes a hollow square or rec­ 
tangle with one layer of hay bales. 
The produce — potatoes, onions, 
cabbage, peas, apples, pears etc. 
— are then placed in the hollow 
center and a lid of hay bales 
placed on top 
The hay, a great insulator, 
keeps the 
produce just above 
freezing even in cold Ohio

Government-agency securities 
offer attractive interest rates

B R Wrantizky. Hays County 
Commissioner who is a rural 
landowner, expressed concern 
that property outside city 
jurisdiction is falling victim to

and that if something is not done 
to determine that land is 
developed in an orderly way 
and so that it does not overstep 
its physical and environmental 
(^ a b ilitie s. 
the 
future 
generations are going to have to 
come along and clean up what 
we’ve done. 
“ I can see a future of rural 
renewal like we have urban 
renewal now,” Wrantizky said 
‘ We are abusing one of our 
most valuable resources.’ 
Others 
agreed. 
Panel 
Moderator Ron Jones, who 
currently is director of the 
Texas 
coastal 
zone 
management project, noted 
that in other parts of the 
country, where planned land 
use and development have been 
attempted, 
the 
successful 
projects have been those which 
were developed on the local 
hvel rather than “ handed down 
from the top.” 
He called for grassroots 
participation to make land use 
planning work. 
Red Oliver, planning coor­ 
dinator for the Texas Land 
Commission, called for CAPCO 
as a council of governments to 
take a lead in such planning in 
order to protect its critical 
resources. 
“ I know for a fact that the 
state legislators would 
love 
nothing better than for a council 
of governments to develop a 
land use plan, hand it to them 
and say, ‘Here, we want this 
passed.’ ” 
But 
Oliver 
warned 
that 
critical resources will not be 
protected unless the local 
people take the initiative. 
Mrs. 
Martha 
Hudson, 
president of the citizen group 
“ Now or Never” showed a slide 
presentation 
which 
urged 
protection of the Texas Hill 
Country as a critical resource 
area. 
Her 
organization 
is 
pushing for legislation which 
would enable local govern­ 
ments. particularly counties, to 
have some authority to plan 
land use. 
She called on citizens and 
local officials throughout the 
region to offer suggestions as to 
what kind of land use legislation 
they would like to see submitted 
to the legislature. 
She considers such legislation 
to be urgent for this session. 
“ We feel that if enabling 
legislation is not passed, the Hill 
Country can not wait another 
two or three years,” she said 
CAPCO 
Chairman 
David 
Samuelson, a Travis County 
Commissioner and a {armer, 
noted that the Association of 
County 
Judges 
and 
Com­ 
missioners recently adopted a 
resolution supporting land use 
legislation and is currently in 
the process of drafting some.

ANSW ER 
Yes, there are 
requirements both for the 
registration of ambulances and 
for maintaining certain levels 
of training for the people who 
work on the ambulances 
Q U ESTIO N : What is the 
primary characteristic that 
makes the difference between a 
minimal service and the ad­ 
vanced kind of service that 
some cities provide0 
ANSWER: The one element 
that we feel is most important 
is the training of the ambulance 
personnel. [laving the right 
equipment 
is important, of 
course, but good equipment is 
useless unless the personnel 
know how to use it properly. On 
the other hand, 
well-trained 
personnel can do a great deal 
with minimal equipment. 
Q U E S T IO N 
Is there a 
minimum level of training that 
an ambulance service can have 
and still be licensed’1 
ANSWER: Yes, there is The 
state law requires that at least 
one person on the ambulance be 
trained at the first-aid training 
level, as provided by the 
American Red Cross This law 
was passed back in 1943, when 
there just wasn't much more 
training available than the Red 
Cross offered. Certain changes 
have taken place since then as 
far as the availability of train­ 
ing for ambulance personnel 
QUESTION: The only legal 
requirement, though, is that 
ambulance personnel be able to 
perform elementary first aid 
ANSWER: That’s right, un­ 
der the law passed in 1943. 
However, we have seen that the 
ambulance personnel and the 
ambulance service operators 
recognize a need for more ad­ 
vanced train in g 
This is 
something that has really 
developed in the past few 
years. 
QUESTION: How is the State 
Health Department involved in 
the training of emergency 
medical personnel? 
ANSWER: Until recently, we 
were directly involved in 
teaching the ECA, or “ B level 
course, and also in coordinating 
the establishment of EM T 
courses throughout the state 
Recently, we have had to dis­ 
continue our direct involvement 
in the ECA courses and become 
more involved in the EM T 
courses due to the increased de­ 
mand for the type of training. 
What we are doing at this time 
is to concentrate on the training 
of instructors for the EMT 
courses, and also providing the 
final examination for the 
students as they complete the

A NEW OPPORTUNITY FOR FA R M ER S is being in­ 
vestigated at the Texas A&M Plant Disease Laboratory at 
Yoakum. Senator Btl Patman and other visitors to the

WASHINGTON, D C.—For three days this past week the 
Congress suffered through the pains of trying to recess while 
the funding of the day to day operations of the government 
became embroiled in the Cyprus conflict 
The controversy carne when Congress sought to stop 
military aid to Turkey by amending a continuing resolution 
for appropriations. A continuing resolution allows those 
agencies that have not received their regular appropriations 
to meet their payrolls based on what was spent last veal 
PNrst. Congress added an immediate ban on military aid to 
Turkey, a long standing ally of the United States President 
Ford vetoed this bill, and the House sustained his veto. 
Then the Congress sought to compromise by postponing 
the aid ban until December IO. or if Turkey sent supplies to 
its troops in Cyprus. President Ford objected to the second 
condition and vetoed the second bill 
On Thursday, October 17. a final compromise was reach­ 
ed. The compromise provides for a December IO cut oii date 
or a suspension if Turkey sends “ implements of war to Cy­ 
prus. Implements of war covers tanks, guns, et< 
but r i o t 
clothes, food, jeeps, etc. 
This was acceptable to President Ford, so Congress finally 
recessed until November 18 
All this maneuvering occurred in less than a week s time 
The final compromise was reached in the Speaker of the 
House office, with a few members writing on paper the 
amendment in controversy with another member reading ii 
over the phone to the President. 
My own position was not to support the immediate aid cut 
off I do not think that it was wise for the legislative branch 
to hamstring the Executive branch s diplomatic efforts I he 
Congress does have the right though to take general policy 
positions. 
I supported the December IO cut off date because it gives 
the Administration time to work out a negotiated withdrawal 
of Turkish troops from Cyrpus and prevents shipment of war 
materials If the Administration can t deliver bv then the ii 
Legislative action following such diplomatic efforts is ap­ 
propriate in my opinion 
It was a frantic week, and one very important to the future 
of the turn of events in the Mediterranean
